Besides that, if he does not gei 
proper schooling and enough of it now, he will 
not be able to earn as much as he ought when 
he becomes a man. Then he, too, will feel that 
his children must give up their chances for an 
education and spend their childhood days at 
some kind of labor. That may be the way to 
bring the entire family to a finer plane of life.

of crescent moon in the west 
point upward in March. In the 
autumn they are directed toward 
the south instead. These appear- 
ances are sometimes called the 
••dry moon" and the -wet moon" 
But the mos'n has no influence 
on the weather, so far as we 
know. 
When he is asked ^why tne 


crescent moon takes 
different 


positions, the astronomer ex- 
plains that the horns of the 
crescent point nearly in the di- 
rection the moon is moving in 
its-monthly circuit around us. 
After sunset in the spring the 
moon's path is nearly vertical to 
the western horizon, while at 
that hour in September it is in- 
clined at a smaller angle. 


The moon has two conspicuous 


motions in the sky. Like the rest 
of the celestial scenery it rises 
and sets daily, moving westward 
across the sky because of the 
earth's daily rotation. In addi- 
tion the moon moves eastward 
among the constellations in its 
monthly 
circuit 
around the 


earth, overtaking and passing 
the sun every 29i days. 


The moon is new when it pass- 


es the sun, because the sunlit 
hemisphere is then turned away 
from us. As the soon emerges to 
the east of the sun, its bright 
side gradually comes into view, 
first a thin crescent, then half 
of it at the quarter phase; and 
finally all of it at full 
moon 


when it is opposite the sun. 


In the present month 
new 


moon occurs March 11 at 2:37 a 
m. central time; the -first quar- 
ter comes March 18 at 1:42 a, m 
This is the full moon preceding 
Easter Sunday for Easter is the 
first Sunday after the first full 
moon (nearly) after March 21 
Easter is therefore March 
31 


this year. 


It is interesting to notice how 


rapidly the moon travels east- 
ward among the stars and plan- 
ets. In an hour it moves a dis- 
tance equal .to its diameter.

Easter 
Sunday will 
come 


within nine days of being the 
earliest possible date this year 
when it falls on March 31. It 
will mark the early culmination 
of the Lenten season. 


Easter can come as early as 


March 22, providing we have a 
full moon on March 21 and 
that day be Saturday, but it 
isn't often this happens. In fac. 
the last time Easter fell on 
March 22 was in 1818. It will 
occur again in 1959 in just 30 
years. 
. 
Last year Easter came on Ap- 


ril 8 the year before on April 17 j 
and in 1926 on April 4. Easier 
has come in March just six 
times since 1900. 
The name Easter comes from 


the Anglo-Saxon Eostre, a god- 
dess of light or spring, whose 
fastival was celebrated in April. 
The name of the festival in 
Greek, French, Italian and most 
languages is taken from 
the 


Hebrew pesach, meaning pass- 
over as by the first Christmas it 
was considered a continuation 
of the feast of the Passover ai 
which time the paschal lamb, 
symbol of Christ was crucified. 


The proper time for celebrat- 


ing Easter was long in dispute 
in the Christian church. Tiie 
Christians of the east first helu 
Easter on the fourteenth of Ni- 
san (corresponding to April the 
day on which the Jewish pass- 
oevr fell. The majority of tnc 
church members, however, cele- 
brated it on the Sunday after 
that day. 
Finally the council of Nice,

day the first one after the fui 
moon, which appears on or nexi 
after March 21. By "full moon 
is meant the fourteenth day of 
the calendar month. 


If the moon is full March 21 


and should that day be Satur.

of Mellon, there is a framed quo- 
tation from Abraham Lincoln 
prominently displayed on an- 
other table to the effect that if 
all attacks aimed at the former 
President were answered there 
would belittle time for other ac- 
tivity and the "shop might as 
well be closed." 
"Mellon's eight years in the cab- 
inet have been tremendously 
eventful for this period saw the
